The Bishop of Lincoln lately received an address of sympathy from some of 
the clergy in India and Ceylon, in replying to which he says: “I pray that the 


present trouble may be so overruled by the great Head of the Church that it may 


enable us all to see the oneness which we may have in Him through the Church 
which is His body, and that the great heathen world may thus be brought to 
know the Father's love.”

The results have been com- 
municated to the world in a series of letters from tlie Vatican. The last letter 
gives a summary of these results, by which it would appear that (as might be 
expected) not much has been done towards the attainment of the end aimed at. 
The officials of the Vatican have been courteous, as Italians might be expected to 
be, but the Pope has declined to be interviewed, and Mr. Stead returns without 
much more than a general hope that some of what he regards as reforms at the 
Vatican may be carried out. One of these he pithily expresses thus: “ Less 
incense, and more newspapers, fewer masses and more leading articles, and at 
least one live editor for every half-a-dozen cardinals—on those lines much may 
be done.” The pointon which he seems most encouraged is what he calls “the 
emancipation of woman,” but he is obliged to admit that the sympathy of the 
Vatican with his views on this point arises from the self-interested motive 
suggested by the fact that “ woman in Europe is the sole hope of the Church.” 


After so much coquetting with the Vatican it is satisfactory to learn from his 
last letter that Mr. Stead returns home a Protestant, without having felt in the 
least the fascination of Rome. ‘Never was I less inclined to join the Papal 
Church than when I stood beneath the dome of St. Peter's. The great 
organization at the centre of which I stood filled me with no sense of its super- 
natural wisdom. or of its superhuman weight. . . . ~. There are many things 
I don't like about the Church. There are many of the dogmas that seem to me 
utterly incredible ; its exaltation of a celibacy over marriage is simply detestable ; 
and if it were strong enough it would probably deem it necessary to burn me at 
the stake as it did Giordano Bruno.” With such convictions it might have been 
better to have used less of the language of adulation towards the Pope which 
these letters contain. One turns with more satisfaction to the honest words of 
Mr. Froude, the historian, who, when asked what he thought of these letters from | 
the Vatican said: “The Pope—I do not of course refer to individuals—in the 
very nature of things is the Father of Lies; how then can he be what your 
Special Commissioner hopes he will be ?
